In order to ascertain the after-ef- 
ferts of college athletics upon stu- 
dents, Dr. .lames Naismith, head of 
the department of physical education 
at the University of Kansas, has an- 
nounced statistics compiled after ex- 
tended correspondence with former 
athletes. 

In securing his figures Dr. Naismith 
sent inquiries to fonthall players on 
trams prior to IP07. helievinK these 
mon should by this lime he able lo 
detect any after-effects of the pme, 
The questions were sont to football 
men as that crime, he considered, is 
the most violent of college sports. To 
the question. "What Injuries did you 

suffer while playing football," forty 

of the elfchty-five replies stated that 
they had received none. The other 
forty-five answered that sprained an- 
kles, broken noses and sprained kne.-s 
•were their common afflictions. All 
but six stated they had completely 
recovered from their Injuries. None 
was reported seriously Incapacitate J 
from their participation in the Kiime. 
The valuation plared on the personal 
benefits received from the same var- 
ied greatly, although Increased physi- 
cal development headed the list.

were: self-control. rapid Judgment.

In his boyhood, l'oultncy Bigclow, 
M.A.. K.lt.li.S.. who is to address the 
Meiîlll Canadian dub on "Hla Remin- 
iscences" on Monday afternoon at 5 

o'clock, hail the honor of being se- 
lected from the foreign families In 
Berlin to become one of the playmates 
of the l'rince who later became Kaiser 
William O. of Germany. In his booi;. 
"Prussian Ueminl.scen.es." Mr. Itige- 
low gives several Interesting side- 
lights Into the boyhood of the Km- 
peror, "One of their chief amuse- 
ments was to sail a toy frigate which 
had been presented to the husband f 
Queen Louise by the Kngllsh Kin^ 
who preceded Queen Victoria. It 
was a perfect model of a full-rigged 
three-master British man-of-war, be- 
fore the days of steam. On this toy 

frigate we cruised after imaginary 

buccaneers, and under the guidance 
of an experienced petty officer of the 
navy, we trimmed the little yards, 
flattened in sheets of the head salts, 
and manipulated the baby pieces of 
artillery with all the enthusiasm 01 
boys playing at real war. William 
delighted in this work, and it would 
not be much of an exagération to 
call this little British plaything the 
parent ship of his latter-day navy. 

"Nu game interested Prince Wil- 
liam much that did not surest war. 
.Myself being fresh from America. I

About 30 days after the tops have been removed 

the tobacco plants show yellow spots on the leaves and the veins 
become brittle. The crop is then ready to be harvested and the 
planter is careful to secure it before any autumnal frost occur, for the plant 
is among the first to feel its injurious influence.

This certificate gives the right to 
prospect on public lands and on private lands, on which the mineral rights b 
long to the Crown. 

The holder of this certificate may stake mining claims to the extent of 2( 
•ores. 

WORKING CONDITIONS. 

During the first six months following the staking of the claim, work on 11 
must be performed to the extent of at least twenty-five days of eight liouru. 

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 

At the expiration of six months from the date of the staking, the pros 
pector, to retain his rights, must take out a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres in tinsurveyed territory. 
The price of this license is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10.ihi 
on issue. It is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during tho year work lias been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may ho acquired at an.v 
time at the rule of $3.00,an acre for SUPERIOR METALS, and J3.00 an am 
for INFERIOR MINKRAXS. 

The attention of prospectors is specially called to the territory in tin 
North-Western part of the Province of Quebec, north of the height of land, 
where important mineralized belts are known to exist.
